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SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  September 
increased  $2.3  billion  or  1.1  percent  to  $205.7  billion. 
New  orders  have  been  increasing  since  January  except  for  the 
1.3  percent  decline  in  August.  Most  of -the  September  orders 
increase  was  in  durable  goods,  up  $1.9  billion  or  1.8 
percent  to  $108.6  billion.  Nondurables  were  up  $0.4  billion 
or  0.4  percent  to  $97.1  billion. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  increased  $4.1  billion  or 
2.1  percent  to  $204.8  billion.  Most  of  the  shipments 
increase  was  also  in  the  durable  goods  sector,  up  $3.6 
billion  or  3.5  percent  to  $107.7  billion.  Nondurables 
increased  $0.5  billion  or  0.5  percent  to  $97.0  billion. 

Unfilled  orders  for  manufactured  goods  increased  $0.9 
billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $395.6  billion,  continuing  the 
upward  trend  which  began  in  March. 

Current  cost  inventories  increased  $1.1  billion  or  0.3 
percent  in  September  to  $326.5  billion,  the  fifth  increase 
in  the  last  six  months.  The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in 
September  was  1.59  down  from  1.62  in  August. 

NEW  ORDERS.  The  increase  in  durable  goods  new  orders  of  1.8 
percent  was  concentrated  in  the  primary  metals  and  machinery 
industries.  Primary  metals  were  up  $1.0  billion  or  10.1 
percent  to  $10.4  billion.  This  is  the  first  time  primary 
metals  orders  reached  the  $10.0  billion  level  since  early 
1984.  Orders  for  electrical  machinery  were  up  $0.4  billion 
or  2.1  percent  to  $19.6  billion  and  for  nonelectrical  $0.4 
billion  or  2.0  percent  to  $18.8  billion.  Nondefense 
communication  equipment  accounted  for  most  of  the  electrical 
increase  while  the  nonelectrical  increase  was  more 
widespread.  The  largest  decline  in  orders  was  in 
transportation  equipment,  down  $0.5  billion  or  1.7  percent 
to  $26.6  billion. 

The  nondurable  orders  increase  of  0.4  percent  resulted  from 
a  mixed  pattern  of  changes;  the  largest  increases  were  in 
tobacco,  paper,  and  chemical  products,  and  the  largest 
declines  in  printing  and  publishing  and  petroleum  products. 


SHIPMENTS.  Increases  in  shipments  of  durable  goods  in 
September  were  widespread.  The  largest  was  in 
transportation  equipment,  up  $2.2  billion  or  8.9  percent  to 
$27.5  billion;  motor  vehicles  and  parts  were  up  5.3  percent 
and  aircraft  and  parts  17.1  percent.  Primary  metals 
shipments  were  up  $0.4  billion  or  4.8  percent  and 
nonelectrical  machinery  $0.4  billion  or  2.1  percent. 

The  largest  increases  in  shipments  of  nondurable  goods  were 
in  tobacco,  paper  and  chemical  products;  the  largest 
declines  were  in  printing  and  publishing  and  petroleum 
products. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  The  increase  in  unfilled  orders  of  0.2 
percent  resulted  from  increases  in  primary  metals  and  the 
machinery  industries  more  than  offsetting  a  large  decline  in 
transportation  equipment;  shipbuilding  and  tanks  were  down 
$0.7  billion  or  3.9  percent.  Excluding  the  decline  in 
transportation  equipment,  unfilled  orders  increased  0.8 
percent. 

INVENTORIES.  Durable  goods  inventories  in  September 
increased  $0.7  billion  or  0.3  percent  to  $211.6  billion, 
with  most  categories  except  nonelectrical  machinery 
increasing.  Nondurable  goods  inventories  increased  $0.3 
billion  or  0.3  percent  to  $114.8  billion.  Food  products 
were  up  $0.5  billion  or  2.2  percent  while  petroleum  product 
inventories  declined  $0.3  billion  or  2.3  percent  to  $10.8 
bil 1  ion. 

By  stage  of  fabrication,  inventories  of  materials  and 
supplies  were  up  0.8  percent,  work  in  process  up  0.8 
percent,  and  finished  goods  down  0.7  percent.  This  pattern 
held  for  both  the  durable  and  nondurable  goods  sectors.
